Eoreatry and Immigration. During 
the following winter the Board asked 
and received the co-operation of the 
I United States Forestry Service in a 
I study of the forest condition of the 
1 State. This work was begun two years 
j ago and an examination of half the 
'area of forest land m the State has 
j been completed. The result of the 
j first year’s work, covering the eleven 
j most Eastern ounties of the State is 
' published in the Kentucky Handbook, 
1906-1907- The second report, now in 
the hands of the State Board of Agri- 
I culture covers forty-eight counties, 
largely in the coal mining regions of 
the State. When this investigation is 
completed Kentucky will have an ex- 
cellent inventory of its lumber re- 
'source?. 

The manner in which the forestry 
problem has been approached indicates 
that the people of the State realize 
that the ultimate solution of the im- 
pending timber scarcity must, for the 
farmer, depends largely on, how he 
handles his individual timber resources, 
and that there is no oetter way than 
for him to consider the wood lot as a 
bank account, using the interest which 
is constantly accruing, but leaving 
the capital undiminished. Much edu- 
cational work, however, will he need- 
ed to secure this desirable end. The 
second report of the Forest Service 
suggests a forest law. Among its most 
important features is a provision for 
the appointment of a State Forester. 
The wisdom of this is evident since 
only by the appointment of a State 
Forester can the work in co-operation 
with the forest Service be maintained 
and carried to a successful conclusion. 
Until such time, however, as the^State 
of Kentucky is ready to assume the 
management of its own forest prob- 
lems. the National Service is willing 
and anxious to co-operate in every 
way possible for the furtherance of 
forestry among private wonders in 
Kentucky. In the co-operative invest!- 1 
gallons of forest resources now in | 
progress, the government spent over | 
$4,000 to duplicate a similar amount j 
appropriated by the State. j 

Kentucky has always been rich in ! 
forest resourches. but like many other 
Stat.uS has reached the point where tne 
timber will hereafter be produced on a 
continually decreasing scale and it is 
neccessary to protect and use carefully 
the forests which remain. 

In 1899 Kentucky cut *734,000.000 
ooard feet of hardwood timber. In 
1907 the cut was 845,908,000 board feet, 
an increase of only sixteen per cent, in 
the past nine years. In the same 
period the cut of yellow poplar has fal- 
len off over twenty-four per cent. Dur- 
ing the same time the prices of lumber 
at the mill tias advanced on an aver- 
age of sixty-five per cent., and the de- 
mand has increasjd accordingly. I 



Rude and Primitive Justice 



“No criminal, high or low, whom we 
can reach, will receive immunity !’’ 
shrieked Mr. Roosevelt in his Memo- 
rial Day speech at Indianapolis in 1207. 

“As a matter of course we will pun- 
ish any criminal whom we can convict 
under the law. 

“Wherever evil-doers can be, they 
shall be brought to justice ” 

“The power of the nation must be 
exerted to stop crimes of cunning no 
less than crimes of violence.” 

At the time Mr. Rooosevelt uttered 
these inspiring sentiments the Sugar 
Trust was guilty of violating the In- 
terstate Commerce law and was steal- 
ing money with both hands from the 
United States Government. 

George H. Earle, receiver for the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Refining Company, 
com.plained to Mr. Roosevelt and to 
his Attorney-General of the violation 
of the Anti-Trust law. and although 
“no criminal, high or low, whom we 
can reach, will receive immunity,” 
the Administration refused to take 
any action in regard to Mr, Earle’s 
complaint. Mr. Bonaparte now 'ex- 
plains the Roosevelt policy on the 
ground that the complainant had failed 
to do the Government’s work in clinch- 
ing the proof. “Had Mr. Earle offered 
me any evidence that involved the 
public interest, 1 should have acted,” 
he says ; yet the Sugar Trust comes in- 
to court and settles for millions a pri- 
vate suit brought under the Sherman 
law rather than allow the trial to pro- 
ceed. The testimony that forced the 
settlement was the very testimony 
that Mr. Earle offered to the Roosevelt 
Administration. 

What a different pictuie of Roosevel- 
tian methods presented itself when 
i.he United States Supreme 'oourt de- 
cided that Confederate notes were not 
counterfeit money ! In spite of this 
decision and of the protests of Attor- 
ney-General Knox, Mr. Roosevelt re- 
fused to release from prison a man 
who had been convicted without due 
process of law, boasting that he was 
administering “rude and primitive jus- 
tice,” and that regardless of the court 
this man was “undoubedly a scoun- 
drel and morally a criminal.” 

There was plenty of Rooseveltian 
justice fur the man that passed Con- 
federate notes, but none for the crimi- 
nal Sugar Trust with its millions of 
capital and assets. 

Mr. Taft was not elected President 
to dispense “rude and primitive jus- 
tice” to anybody, but to execute the 
laws of the United States and to up- 
hold the Constitution. He and Attor- 
ney-General Wickersham have no more 
important work to do than to make 
sure that, so far as the law will per- 
mit, real justice is meted out to the 
American Sugar Refining Company. 

The President cannot afford to let 
the far-reaching larceny cases end with 
the restitution of $2,000,000 of stolen 
money and the indictment — or convic- 
tion— of a few minor employees. He 
cannot afford to let the tiust's con- 
fessed violation of the Sherman law 
stop with the damages that it has been 
compelled to pay to its Pennsylvania

New Pledge Held Back. 

Just what the proposed pledge for 
, the Burley tobacco • growers for 1909 
j contains has never been given out by 
I the board of directors of the society, 
i but it became known at Frankfort 
I Wednesday says a special that one fea- 
j ture of the pledge provides for a reten- 
' tion by the society of 10 per cent, of 
' the money received for the sale of all 
: the 1909 crop. This money is to be 
used for the pqrpose of financing a 
: private corporation, and the pledge 
I does not state what is the purpose of 
I this corporation, 

j This withholding of 10 per cent, of 
I the proceeds of the sale of the 1909 
■ Crop is to be the bone of contention 
^ among the tobacco growers in the Bur- 
I ley district this year, and it is said 
that this section ol the pledge will 
keep out hundreds and hundreds of the 
farmers, who will refuse to tie up 10 
per cent, of the money received from 
the sale of the 1909 crop of tobacco in , 
the_ Builey di.'^trict woula be about! 
$1,500,000 and it is proposed that this i 
amount shall be used to finance the ! 
I new corporation. In an effort to ex- 1 
I plain this and other features of the I 
pledge for this year. Miss Alice Lloyd ! 
1 is now engaged in the work of prepar- ' 
ing a treatise on the pledge, which ' 
will be used by canvassers in their ’ 
work of obtaining pledges. Miss Lloyd 
is said to realize that the pledge is go- • 
1 ing to be a hard proposition to exolain 
1 to the farmers, and for that reason she 
I is preparing a series of questions that 
may be asked and answers to them, so 
that when the canvassers are met with 
questions they will have ready answers 
at hand. 

The canvassers are to be coached by 
Miss Lloyd and by her book on just 
what to say to any farmers who offer 
objections to joining the pool. Mi.ssj 
Lloyd’s book will be a sort of textbook 
for the Burley Society agents, and she 
hopes to have everything so clearly 
explained that the canvassers can 
teach foe doctrine of a pool in the • 
present summer. The book, on which 
Miss Lloyd has been working since the 
pledge was agreed upon by the direct- ; 
ors of the Burley Society, is near com- ■ 
pletion, and will be printed by the 
thousand for distribution among the ; 
planters in the Burley district. 

That the directors of the Burley So- i 
ciety realize that the new pledge is not 
going to be a popular one, and that in i 
organizing the 1909 pool they are go- ! 
ing to meet with difficulties is shown 
by the fact that the pledge has not , 
been given out and that it is being ; 
I withheld until Miss Lloyd can prepare | 
her explanation. It is said that some , 
of the details of the pledge have be- 1 
come known in Winchester and Clark , 
county, and that many of the farmers 
who pooled in 190S have expressed 
themselves as opposed to the pool un- | 
der the terms suggested in the new 
pledge. Several farmers have said in 
Winchester, after hearing about- the 
pledge, that they would not go into 
rhe pool this year. 

While the pledge does not state for 
what the 10 per cent, reserve is to be 
used, it is privately stated that the 
money is to be used to finance a cor- 
poration which will insure the tobacco 
of the growers and will handle their 
crops for them «)n the co-operative 
plan, the idea being that the money 
I will all go back to the farmers in divi- 
dends, and that it will not be lost in 
any sense of the word. The corpora- 
tion is to be a joint stock company, 
and the ten per cent, that is reserved 
from the amount which should go to 
each grower is to be used to purchase 
: stock in the corporation. Each farmer 
I will get stock to the value of the 
I money he puts in. 

' Full details of tnis corporaticn has 
j not been made public as yet, and it is 
’ probable that there will be more work 
on the plans before anything is official- 
, ly given out by the Burley Hociery. It 
is claimed by those who framed the 
j pledge and promulgated the plan for 
I the new corporation that the farmers 
and growers will be greatly benefited 
j by the scheme.and that tJiere expenses 
: will be greatly reduced.

! “I appeal to the Senate for justice 
j in this matter. It is true I come from 
I the state of Kentucky, but I am not 
ashamed of that. There is no better 
I state on this earth than Kentucky.

; better woman than she was as long as 
I her husband would let her have her 
I own way. 

"Why should not we have this pre- 
tection’f What is the reason why we

"I hope that the occupants of the i 
galleries will be in order.

Stops Many Banks. | 

Adjudging that a state bank has no 
right to establish and maintain a 
branch institution, the Court of Ap- 
peals Tuesday reversed the Franklin 
Circuit C'lurts judgment in the case of i 
Ben L. Bruner, Secretary of State, | 
against the Citizen’s Bank of Shelby- 
ville. The Shelbyville bank established 
a branch at Waddy, Shelby county, 
called the “Citizen’s Bank of Waddy,” j 
which was a branch of the Citizen’s 1 
Bank of Shelbyville. ! 

Secretary of State Bruner, who by i 
law has supervision of State bai.ks, 1 
contended that a State bank has no ' 
legal right to establish and maintain 
branches. 

The opinion of the court, written by 
Judge Carroll, goes exhaustively into 
the powers of State banks. 

Between twenty-five and thirty 
branch banks must c®ase business in 
the State or reorganize as independent 
banking institutions following this de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals on the 
banking law. Secretary of State 
Biuner says he will enforce the law to 
the letter. 

London Ladies Take Up Fenoing. 

London ladies stimulated by the 
Olympic games of last summer have 
taken to the foils, and fencing is now 
the fashion. Indeed, an official of the 
Sword club holds that fencing is likely 
to have an even wid<^.’ vogue among 
women than among men. Many wom- 
en prominent in the social world are 
actively interesting themselves in the 
foils, and there seems every likeli- 
hood that something apjiroaching a 
craze may be started in the fencing 
world during the coming season. 

Long Fight on Strauss Ended. 

When the Reichsanzeiger an- 
nounced recently the fact that Rich- 
ard Strauss, composer of “Salome” 
and “Elektra,” had been elected a 
member of the Academy, a neighbor- 
ing journal’s only comment was:
